PostaI officials tinker with electronic mail idea 


WASHINGTON ( AP) - The Postal 
Service, concerned that traditional 
mail service may become obsolete, 
is studying ways of harnessing new 
technology to send some types of 
mail electronically. 
Concepts now under preliminary 
consideration would use microwave 
and satellite technology to transmit 
messages 
In the two centuries since 
Benjamin Franklin established the 
nation s postal system, mail handl­ 
ing has always meant hand-shipment 
of a message from one point to 


another. But postal officials say the 
concepts now under study are: 
—An “urgent message service, 
under which a message could be 
transmitted electronically between 
post offices. A facsimile of the 
original could be picked up at a dis­ 
tant post office within an hour of 
when it was sent. As an alternative, 
the copy could be delivered to a 
business address within four hours. 
—“Lettergram," a service similar 
to the present Mailgram but 
designed for m ass m ailings. 
Electronic transmission could be 
used to send one message to post of­ 


fices in various locations. Copies 
could then be delivered to individual 
recipients. 
—An airline ticketing service, 
whereby an airplane ticket could be 
ordered by telephone. The ticket 
could be printed in a post office and 
delivered by the Postal Service the 
day after it was ordered. 
Postal officials discussed the con­ 
cepts at a recent conference of the 
Direct Mail Marketing Association 
Robert R Jordan, director of the 
Postal Service’s office of product 
management, said in an interview 
that none of the concepts is close to 


being put into practice and all would 
be subject to tests. 
The closest thing to electronic 
mail yet tried is Mailgram, which 
postal officials consider a success. 
That service began in 1970. Now 
95,000 Mailgrams are sent daily 
through Western Union's. electronic 
transmission facilities and delivered 
by the Postal Service. 
Under the systems now being con­ 
sidered. the Postal Service itself 
could for the first time transmit 
messages electronically. 
Postal officials were asked at the 
conference whether electronic mail 


systems wouldn’t compete with mes­ 
sage systems being set up by private 
industry as the technology becomes 
available. 
“We are not trying to provide 
predatory competition to anyone, 
said J T Ellington, senior assistant 
postmaster general. “ But we do 
have unique delivery facilities 
already in place and it's proper for 
us to look into whether they can and 
should be used in combination with 
electronic message technology." 


Postal officials are looking into 
new services as use of traditional 


mail declines. The drop in mail 
usage is expected to continue as 
more postal functions are taken over 
by electronic systems. 


Some officials feel the Postal Ser­ 
vice must enter the electronic field 
or risk being rendered obsolete by 
technological change and postal un­ 
ions, concerned about jobs, are pres­ 
sing for an aggressive move into 
electronic mail. 
“ There are many questions 
remaining to be answered New we 
are simply looking at what the pos­ 
sibilities are,” Ellington said

There were three more cross burn­ 
ings during the weekend, bringing 
the total to 10 since February 
FBI Special Agent Elmer Ltndberg 
said on Sunday that the bureau is 
“actively investigating all 10 cases 
for possible civil rights violations 
and activities by “ white hate 
groups ’ 
Ltndberg, who said he had previous 
experience with KKK activities dur 
mg seven years in Mississippi, said 
the investigation hasn t uncovered 
evidence of a systematic campaign 
“So far. they have been unrelated 
incidents.’* be said

point and we are investigating to see 
if there is any extremist or terrorist 
group behind these burnings 
The latest incidents included the 
first involving a white homeowner, 
Seymour J Hoffberg.

Found in 
raid on 
N.Y. shop 
NEW YORK (AP) - Secret Ser­ 
vice agents say they have cracked a 
major counterfeiting operation by 
seizing more than 120 million in fake 
$100 bills and arresting six men at a, 
printing plant. 
Agents arrested the men early 
Sunday In a raid on the Phoenix 
Printing Plant Co., in a residential 
section of the Bronx 
Authorities said it was one of the 
largest seizures of phony money ever 
made in the metropolitan area. They 
said bogus bills worth about $5.5 
million were ready for circulation 
with the remaining $15 million par­ 
tially printed. 
Those arrested were identified as 
John W. 0 ’I«ary. 40, Americo Lorn 
bardi, 39. I»hilip N. Priore, 44; and 
Rudy DeReradino, 51, all of the 
Bronx; William T, Quinn, 44, of 
‘Lrmgwood, Fla., and Kenny Han 
singh, 30, of Queens 
Five of the men were captured in­ 
side the printing shop in the process 
of cranking out the bills and the sixth 
was apprehended in his car with 
completed bills worth about $100,- 
000, agents said 
Albert Whitaker, head of the local 
Secret Service office, described the 
bills as “highly passable ” He said 
they were probably intended for 
professional counterfeit money pass­ 
ers. 
DeBeradmo was awaiting trial on 
a charge of passing counterfeit 
Treasury bills last year, according to 
Whitaker. He said the investigation 
of the piant began when agents ob­ 
served DeBeradmo entering it about 
three months ago.

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Study shows 
Port of L.A. 
in trouble 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - The Port 
of Los Angeles is in danger of becom­ 
ing obsolete, and needs a $350 
million, 15-year revamping, a study 
has concluded. 
The $250.000 master plan for the 
port found that about half of the 
world's container fleet and one-thtrd 
of existing bulk carriers can t enter 
Los Angeles Harbor because the 35- 
footdeep main channel and basin are 
too shallow. More than 70 per cent of 
the container traffic and two-thirds 
of all bulk tonnage are handled by 
these ships, the study said. 
The study warned that the harbor 
"is rapidly becoming an obsolete 
facility," and recommended the har­ 
bor be dredged to provide deeper 
water, and an additional 1,000 acres 
be added to the harbor area 
The extra land could come from a 
fill project, using dirt dredged from 
the harbor, or could mean the 
elimination of other non-harbor uses. 
Without the massive redevel* 
opment project, the study warned, 
the Port of Los Angeles could con­ 
tinue to lose to its neighboring har­ 
bor at Long Beach, which has in­ 
creased its share of Pacific Coast 
tonnage from 8 per cent in I960 to 14 
per cent in 1974 Los Angeles dropped 
from 19 to 13 per cent during the 
same time period. 


SAN FRANCISCO <AP> — Crafts 
workers who picketed for 38 days 
while San Francisco slowly decayed 
worked to put the city back together 
today amid reports of an angry split 
on the Board of Supervisors. 
The discord apparently stems 
from the board's decision to remove 
two antilabor measures from the 
June 8 ballot as part of the dramatic 
Saturday morning settlement. 
A majority of the board re­ 
portedly agreed to remove the is­ 
sues, with opposition coming from 
board president Quentin Kopp and 
Supervisor John Barbagelata. 
Kopp and Barbagelata said remov­ 
ing the measures may be illegal 
Board members said they acted 
partly in fear that if the strike was 
not settled, the city faced a serious 
water shortage and the collapse of 
other services. 
The ballot measures would have 
authorized the dismissal of striking 
city employes and set salaries for 
two years. 
“The public was suffering a great 
deal of inconvenience," said Super­ 
visor Terry Francois. “We simply 
did not give up very much The two 
measures can be restored to the 
ballot any time." 
Kopp and Barbagelata say the 
board has left itself open to possible 
legal problems 
The city charter prohibits re­ 
moving signatures from ballot in­ 
itiatives after they have been filed 


and this may apply to supervisors 
who have voted to put the measure 
on the ballot. 
Secondly, absentee ballots for the 
June 8 primary may be used beg i nr 
ing today. Both men say that even if 
legal, the board's action came too 
late 
Meanwhile, two thousand acres of 
shaggy grass need mowing. More 
than 200 water leaks must be 
repaired. Ten thousand shriveling 
trees need watering. And 50 buses 
vandalized during the walkout need 
repair 
But while the city lost its glow for 
many visitors, the treasury swelled 
with unpaid salaries. Nearly $8 
million was saved during the strike, 
officials estimate. 
The most visible sign that the 
city's longest municipal strike had 
ended was the return of clattering 
cable cars and wheezing buses. 
Drivers for the Municipal Railway 
had honored picket lines set up 
March 31, forcing 250.000 daily riders 
to find other ways around the hilly 
City by the Bay. 
The end of the strike also signaled 
an end to the luxury of free parking 
at metered spaces and in bus stops. 
Piles of garbage melted away as 
private firms which collect the city ’s 
rubbish began picking up weeks of 
accumulated trash. Many had 
refused to cross picket lines. 
Water department officials said 
workers would begin today to repair 
the city’s aging water system. 


Van de Kamp 
boasts big 
financial lead 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - Incumbent Dist Atty. John 
Van de Kamp raised more than $2,000 a day in campaign 
contributions from Jan. 1 through April 26 to amass more 
than six times the total funds raised by his closest rival, 
campaign records show. 
Van de Kamp, who is seeking election to the post he was 
appointed to last October by the Board of Supervisors, 
raised $239,297. 
In contrast, records show that attorney Vincent T. Bug 
liosi, the prosecutor in the Manson murder trial, raised 
$37,911 in the same period, including a $5,000 contribu­ 
tion may have to be returned. 
The contribution came from Mardi Rustam, a film 
producer and processor, who has been charged with two 
misdemeanor counts in connection with the sale or dis­ 
tribution of two allegedly obscene films.

This week in the state legislature 
Public utilities debate nuclear power bills 


SACRAMENTO (AP) - Public 
utilities face a ticklish question in 
the California Legislature this week. 
Do they back three bills on nuclear 
power plants as an alternative to 
Prop. 15 on the June 8 ballot, or try to 
defeat both the bills and the more 
stringent ballot initiative? 
The answer may become apparent 
Tuesday night, when the bills begin 
two days of crucial hearings in the 
S enate Public Utilities, Transit and 
Energy Committee. 
The Assembly-passed bills would 
ban construction of future nuclear 
plants unless methods were found, to 
the legislature's satisfaction, to 
store nuclear wastes and reprocess 
nuclear fuel. 
Unlike the initiative, they would 
not affect current plants or those un­ 


der construction; would not require 
legislative approval of plant safety 
systems; would not require accident 
liability limits to be lifted, and would 
require legislative approval by only 
a majority vote, not two-thirds. 
Passage of the bills before June 8 
could blunt the initiative campaign ; 
their defeat would help it. 
But utilities which have been the 
major foes of Prop. 15 haven’t en­ 
dorsed the b ills, though As­ 
semblyman Terry Goggin, D-San 
Bernardino, lead author of two of the 
bills, says recent amendments have 
softened their opposition. 
They still oppose the bills, but 
they could live with them," Goggin 
said last week. 
One amendment allows the 
legislature to make a single finding 


on whether nuclear technology is 
safe, instead of reviewing each 
proposed plant. 
But Goggin and other Assembly 
sponsors say they will resist the 
amendment the utilities want, which 
would rule out any legislative review 
of nuclear plants now on the drawing 
board. 
The nuclear issue also surfaces 
Friday in the Assembly Resources. 
Land Use and Energy Committee, 
which will hear Federal Energy Ad­ 
ministration head Frank Zarb 
describe an 
FEA-commissioned 
University of Texas study on Prop 
15. 
The study has been criticized in ad­ 
vance by backers of the initiative, 
who say the federal government is 
pro-nuclear power and is trying to 


defeat Prop. 15. 
Also before the legislature this 
week is a possible Senate vote on a 
bill by Sen. Alfred Alquist, D-San 
Jose, which would put the new $13 
million governor’s mansion up for 
sale. Gov. Edmund Brown Jr. re­ 
fuses to live in the mansion 
A confrontation between Brown 
and pro-freeway legislators ap­ 
parently has been headed off with the 
announcement by Sen. Randolph 
Collier. D Yreka. that he will not op­ 
pose the governor s nomination of 
Adriana Gianturco as state transpor­ 
tation director. 
The nomination is before the 
Senate Rules Committee Wednes­ 
day. 
Collier, chairman of the Senate 
Transportation Committee and 


legislative architect of many 
freeways, had announced earlier 
that he would fight the nomination 
because Miss Gianturco was anti­ 
freeway. 
But he said last week she had as­ 
sured him she wasn’t absolutely op­ 
posed to freeways, so “his attitude is 
give her a chance," a Collier 
spokesman said. 
If approved, the nomination goes 
to the Senate floor. 
Another Brown administration 
proposal may face more legislative 
resistance 
That plan, to merge the state's 


department of Alcoholic Beverage 
Control with the Office of Alcohol 
Program Management, will be con­ 
sidered Tuesday by the Senate 
Governmental Organization Com­ 
mittee. 
Brown has said he wants to com­ 
bine the state’s liquor licensing and 
alcoholism offices “to give greater 
visibility to the problem of 
alcoholism." 
Critics of the proposal include As­ 
sembly Speaker Leo McCarthy, D- 
San Francisco, who said last week.

Saves diabetics, but... 
Insulin may cause 
blindness in users 


RESTON, Va. (A P ) - R e­ 
searchers say the insulin that has 
saved millions of diabetics from 
death may actually cause one of the 
disease's most ravaging after­ 
effects — blindness. 
T.be first indications that insulin 
may be a two-edged sword came in 
results of studies with rhesus 
monkeys. Test results were an­ 
nounced here Sunday by researchers 
at the University of California at Los 
Angeles. 
‘ The results of our study raise im­ 
portant 
questions 
concerning 
whether insulin, apart from its 
ability to prolong life, may con 
tribute to the development of 
diabetic proliferative ocular (eye) 
disease, said Dr. Alan L. Shabo. 
Proliferative diabetic retinopathy 
is a disease seen in various stages in 
the majority of diabetics. As it 
progresses, the disease can result in 
bleeding inside the eyeball, detached 
retinas and other complications that 
can severely hamper vision. 
Shabo and other eye specialists 
told a science writers seminar spon­ 
sored by Research to Prevent 
Blindness Inc. (RPB) that insulin 
has done diabetics much more good 
th|p possible harm. 
If further research definitely links

For those with 
diabetes for 15 to 20 years, more than 
90 per cent have eye disease. 
Shabo said monkeys were made 
allergic to insulin so their bodies 
defense systems reacted to it. When 
insulin was injected into the eyeballs 
of the * sensitized" monkeys, he 
said, they developed eye disease 
* with many features similar to those 
of diabetic patients." 
P revious studies show m ost 
diabetics develop antibodies against 
animal insulin within a few weeks of 
starting therapy, he said, indicating 
diabetics become "sensitized to the 
substance. 
Diabetic eye disease in initial 
stages is characterized by leaky 
blood vessels in the eye. Shabo said 
this could allow leakage of insulin 
into the eye. which theoretically 
could be attacked by the eye s 
d efen se sy stem to ca u se or 
aggravate the disease 
In 1930. when animal insulin was 
not in wide use, new cases of 
diabetes blindness were less than 1 
' per cent of the national total, he said 
But it now accounts for more than 15 
per cent of new cases 
Life expectancy for diabetics im­ 
proved dramatically with insulin 
therapy. Shabo said, and "it is often 
a sserted that th is in crea sed 
longevity accounts for the increasing 
incidence of the eye disease 
Tin* new findings cast doubt on this

ANKARA, Turkey (AP) 
— Rejection by the U.S. 
Congress of the new 
billion-dollar defense 
a g r e e m e n t 
b e tw e e n 
Turkey and the United 
States could mean the end 
of Turkish military co­ 
operation with the United 
States, Premier Suleyman 
Demirel warned Sunday. 
The Ford administration 
agreed in March to give 
Turkey $1 billion in 
military aid over four 
years in return for the re­ 
opening of 26 U.S. bases in 
Turkey. The bases were 
closed after Congress 
halted arms shipments to 
Turkey in retaliation for 
Turkey’s use of American 
weapons in the invasion of 
Cyprus in July 1974. 
A similar $700-million 


agreement is pending with 
Greece, but congressional 
approval for both appears 
unlikely. No date has been 
set for Congress to vote on 
the agreements. 
“ If the agreement is 
rejected ... it should be bet­ 
te r not to have i t , ” 
Demirel said in an in­ 
terview with The As­ 
sociated Press. “It would 
be very difficult to have 
another agreement along 
these lines or along other 
lines. The people will say, 
‘What is the use of having 
agreements with the U.S. 
government because we 
don't know whether they 
will be rejected or ac­ 
cepted by the Congress. ... 
Rejection will destroy the 
credibility of the United 
States.’’ 


U.S. military planners 
consider Turkey a key ele­ 
ment in the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization's line 
of defense against the 
Soviet Union because of its 
location on 
R ussia's 
southern border, its army 
of 500.000 men and the loca- 
tion in Turkey of 26

tions which monitor Soviet 
activities. 
Since Congress imposed 
the arms embargo 14 
months ago. Demirel has 
turned to the Soviet bloc 
for increased trade and 
economic cooperation but 
has stopped short of ac­ 
cepting Soviet weapons. 
The premier disclosed in 
the interview that the 
Soviet government has 


pledged a billion dollars on 
easy credit terms to pay 
for development and in­ 
dustrial projects. 
Demirel gave no indica­ 
tion of plans to withdraw 
the Turkish troops stiH on 
Cyprus “There is peace on 
the island now which never 
happened before,” he 
declared. 
He said the complexity 
of the Cyprus question and 
of the rival Greek and 
Turkish claims to offshore 
oil rights in the Aegean 
“prevents a quick solu­ 
tion“ between Greece and 
Turkey. 
“This is a continuous 
process," he said. “My 
talk with Premier (Con­ 
stantine) Caramanlis (of 
Greece) in Brussels last 
May was useful. '

Most relied upon, yet least reliable 
U.S. oil, gas reserve estimates a joke?

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Of all the statistics used to 
prop up national energy 
policies, estimates of oil 
and gas reserves are 
among the most relied 
upon — and the least 
reliable. 
Fuel price controls are 
attacked, homes and fac­ 
tories are denied gas ser­ 
vice and untouched of­ 
fshore areas are scheduled 
for drilling: all. it is said, 
because oil and gas re­ 
serves are falling. 
On March 30, two in­ 
dustry groups reported 
that reserves dropped 4 or 
5 per cent last year and 
said this showed the need 
for government policies 
more favorable to the oil 
companies. 
The A m erican Gas 
Association said it con­ 
clusively demonstrates the 
need to end natural gas 
regulation. 
But conclusive is the 
wrong word for reserve es- 
timates and the reasons 
make a long list: 
-Oil and gas in the 
ground can't be measured 
directly, it can only be 
guessed at on the basis of 
test wells and rock sam­ 
ples. 
—Scattered test wells 
and rock samples may or 
may not represent ac­ 
curately the hundreds of 
thousands of cubic miles in 
an entire petroleum forma­ 
tion. 
—Experts often differ in 
guessing what.the samples 
really mean. 
—The data can be used in 
a wide variety of formulas 
for estimating reserves, 
and each formula gives a 
different answer. 
—Estimates using dif­ 
ferent data and formulas 
can’t be used to check each 
other. 
—Oil companies often 
keep their samples and 
data secret; then, their 
own reserve estimates 
can’t be checked by out­ 
siders. 
—Reserves mean oil and 
gas that can actually be 
produced; but that means 
guessing the influence of 
present and future costs, 
prices and technical ad­ 
vances. 


—Company estimates 
may be optimistic or pes­ 
sim istic depending on 
whom they are meant to 
impress, and why. 
—Regional and national 
reserve estimates are 
compiled from thousands 
of company reports, in­ 
troducing chances for 
error in the paperwork. 
—And large-scale es­ 
tim ate s are patched 
together by committees, 
whose final consensus es- 
tim a te may not be 
anybody’s personal best 
guess. 
Thus, for any estimate of 
oil or gas reserves, there is 
always another that is 
higher or lower. 
And the estimate-gap is 
usually flooded by public 
and Congressional suspi­ 
cions that somebody is 
twisting an estimate for 
his own advantage. 
The American P e t­ 
roleum Institute and Am­ 
e ric a n Gas A sso ci­ 
ation, traditional sources 
of reserve figures, say 
their series is too old and 
complex — 30 years and 
some 300 estimators each 
year — to be falsified in 
some vast secret con­ 
spiracy. 
But the AP1-AGA es­ 
timators depend on infor­ 
mation from individual 
companies, who may not 
give everybody the same 
numbers: what they turn in 
may be the estimates most 
likely to bolster stock­ 
holder confidence, reas­ 
sure federal and state 
regulators, minimize taxa­ 
tion. or hide their cards 
from competitors on the 
API-AGA estimating teams. 
Natural-gas industry 
sources admit some com­ 
panies probably issued op­ 
timistic reserve estimates 
in the 1050’s when they 
were building their mar­ 
kets, to give regulators and 
customers confidence in 
long-term contracts 
If so. today’s declining 
reserve estimates could 
reflect the intrusion of 
reality into old dreams, 
rather than the depressing 
effect of price controls so 
loudly blamed by the in­ 
dustry. 
An Associated Press 


in v estig a tio n 
last 
November showed that the 
largest single factor push­ 
ing down gas reserves 
since 1968 was simply the 
revision of earlier reserve 
estimates, because some 
gas fields just were not 
performing as well as the 
estimators had predicted. 
Last October the Federal 
Energy Administration 
performed an independent 
estimate of oil and gas 
reserves. 
It bypassed the API-AGA 
teams, but still had to 
collect basic estimates 
from the petroleum com­ 
panies. sending out some 
22.000 questionnaires. 
The FEA estimate of oil 
reserves turned out 11 per­ 
cent higher than the API’s, 
and its gas estimate was 3 
percent higher than the 
AG As; pretty close agree­ 
ment. 
But the FEA effort also 
showed how easy it is for 
reserve estimates to go 
wrong. 
The questionnaires came 
back so poorly filled in that 
FEA had to* make 14.000 
phone calls to straighten 
them out. 
It found the producers 
using at least three dif­ 
ferent methods which 
“usually result in differ­ 
ent estimates.” 
Checking some large oil 
fields in detail, FEA and 


its contractors found in­ 
stances of: 
—“Somewhat extreme 
interpretations of produc­ 
tion decline curves ... high 
operating costs, high 
economic limits of produc­ 
tion ...,” which would 
mean pessimistic reserve 
estimates. 
- Complicated geol­ 
ogical fields whose oper­ 
ators would not reveal sec­ 
ret data to the FEA repre­ 
sentatives. 
—-An estimate based on 
"very old published infor­ 
mation.” although “ the 
operator quite possibly has 
more recent and more 
reliable data and inter­ 
pretations." 
—Estimates which were 
“poorly documented ... the 
logic and assumptions 
behind the estimates ... are 
of course unknown." 
The operator of one gas 
field gave the FEA dif­ 
ferent production figures 
from those given to the 
AGA; the result was to 
give the FEA the impres­ 
sion of lower gas reserves 
in that field. 
For Alaska’s Prudhoe 
Bay. the biggest new gas 
find of recent years, the 
FEA estimated reserves 
10.6 percent higher than 
the AGA figure, and ex­ 
plained that the AGA es­ 
timate “ has not been 
revised since it was initiai-

Does 
Disagreement 
Justify 
A 
Recall? 
Disagreement with one special inter­ 
est group on arbitrary issues does not 
justify a recall election. It is sheer non­ 
sense to replace three outstanding 
school board members like Beverly 
Shacklett, Bill Anderson and Ernie Tay­ 
lor who during a combined total of 14 
commendable years on the board 
have, among many other things, rein­ 
stated at Claremont High School the 
traditional schedule as an alternative to 
the module schedule, have made 
sound financial decisions, have made 
changes in staff at various district 
schools to restore active leadership in 
discipline and baste program and have 
established a strong vocational pro­ 
gram. These three have proved contin­ 
uously they sincerely care about quality 
education. Fortunately, they have com­ 
plemented this concern with efficient 
utilization of tax dollars, plus building 
up large reserves to carry the district 
through the predicted “lean" years to 
come School boards cannot function 
on a popularity contest basis. Any 
board has a responsibility to the entire 
school district and cannot always ac­ 
commodate individual interests 
Its 
judgment should not be abrogated by a 
hastily proposed ’’slate’ whose appar­ 
ent purpose is to reverse selected deci­ 
sions to please a minority at the ex­ 
pense of the majority. An unnecessary 
and costly election is scheduled May 16 
for Claremont because 22% of the dis­ 
tricts qualified voters signed recall pe­ 
titions Thus. 76% of the school dis­ 
tricts voters will be forced to help pay 
for this election. Vote intelligently and 
responsibly—do not allow a minority 
group to control the Claremont school 
district.

There was nothing sudden or politi­ 
cs! about the idea that an aiemantary 
school needed to be closed. A citizens 
group of 300 parents, at a special 
school board workshop in February 
1971, proposed that Sycamore school 
be closed for elementary students and 
be used by San Antonio students 
(Claremont Courier, Feb, 13, 1971). 
This proposal was made after the su­ 
perintendent had stated the school dis­ 
trict had been faced with cutting 
$1,250,000 from budgets and enroll­ 
ment was decreasing. 


In 1972 and ’73 the superintendent and 
board often discussed the necessity of 
closing a school because of declining 
enrollment, and finally in 1974 the su­ 
perintendent recommended that a task 
force of citizens from ail areas of the 
district make a study that would, in es­ 
sence, decide which school be closed. 
This task force rated all facilities and by 
a large majority placed Sycamore at 
the bottom. Then after many open 
meetings and special sessions the 
board voted to convert Sycamore’s 
use This was hardly unresponsive ac­ 
tion without open discussion. 


ly recorded on December 
31, 1970 The FEA esti­ 
m ate is based upon 
considerably more recent 
data.” 
Where it could, the FEA 
compared its oil reserve 
estimates with those 
prepared by certain state 
agencies 
The FEA estimate for 
New Mexico oil was only 8 
percent higher than the 
state's own estimate; its 
Illinois estimate was only 
one percent lower than the 
state’s estimate; FEA was 
6 percent lower than 
Michigan's state estimate. 
But Florida's oil reserve 
estimate was 18 percent 
higher than the FEA’s ver­ 
sion. Montana’s was 55 per­ 
cent higher. Other states, 
unidentified to protect 
company data, were 100 
percent higher Arkansas 
was 200 percent higher 
than the FEA’s state es­ 
timate. 
And in ail these es­ 
timates — API-AGA, FEA, 
state — there is a wild card 
in the deck, for changes in 
costs and prices will in­ 
c re a s e or d e c re a s e 
reserves as operators 
decide whether or not it is 
financially worthwhile to 
keep on pumping or to shut 
down a well. This is 
because only oil and gas 
which is economically 
feasible to produce is Listed 
in reserves. 


Since 1973, average U.S. 
oil prices have nearly 
tripled and new natural gas 
prices have more than 
doubled, but those price 
hikes have not yet shown 
up as increased reserves 
Industry economic con­ 
sultant Richard Gonzalez 
said the effect of higher 
prices probably would not 
work its way into the es­ 
timates completely for 
perhaps 5 to 10 years.

only a few weeks on the 
job, U.S. Ambassador 
William Warren Scranton 
is winning rave reviews 
from his U.N. colleagues. 
His soft-spoken, ev­ 
enhanded approach is 
credited with stilling the 
U.S.-Third World tempest 
that blew up after his 
predecessor, 
Daniel 
Patrick Movnihan, adopted 
a sharp answer-back 
strategy against those who 
criticized the United 
States. 
“ People tell me there’s a 
great deal more effort go­ 
ing on to try to temporize 
statements, 
resolutions, 
etc., than has previously 
been the case.” Scranton 
said in a recent interview 
with The Associated Press, 
Does he believe his low- 
key style has contributed 
to this change9 
“ The answer to that 
would automatically be put 
down as egotistical, but I'll 
try,” Scranton said. “ The 
sensitivities I get from 
others is yes, that this has 
helped. 
“ They know that I ’m 
sincerely interested in 
listening and wanting to 
know what their thinking 
is, and likewise that I'm 
very straightforward in 
putting forth what the U.S. 
stands for and why.” 
There is little question 
that a large measure of 
Scranton's attraction 
stems from the fact that 


Moynihan rankled both al­ 
lies and opponents alike 
with his Welljpublicized 
sallies against Third World 
and Communist targets. 
Scranton goes to great 
lengths to stress that he is 
not critical of his prede­ 
cessor 
“ Moynihan made a 
vigorous 
impression 
here,” Scranton said “ I've 
said many times there was 
a lot of excellent things he 
did — most outstandingly 
the reinvocation of the 
pride of American people 
in themselves, which I 
thought was a tremendous 
boost.” 
He emphatically added 
that “ if the U.S. is strongly 
attacked here. I will do 
likewise ” 
But 
in 
the 
busy 


delegates' lounge of the 
U.N. skyscraper on the 
East River, Scranton’s 
quiet approach is drawing 
praise. 
The British ambassador, 
Ivor Richard, who publicly 
cast Moynihan as a hip- 
shooting Wyatt Earp. said 
of Scranton: “ He seems to 
have made a splendid start 
at the U.N. I have great 
respect for him and con­ 
siderable admiration for 
the way he has taken to his 
job I'm sure my views are 
shared by many of my 
colleagues at the U N ” 
Such words are strong 
stuff among diplomats, 
who normally avoid any 
public evaluation of one 
another. Privately, the 
raves are less restrained 
“ The change of at­ 


mosphere is remarkable,” 
said a West European en­ 
voy. “ He s done an enor­ 
mous amount in the last 
month to bring the U.S. 
back into the mainstream 
of the United Nations ” 
The Europeans are not 
alone in finding a change of 
atmosphere since Scranton 
— a 59-year-old millionaire 
la w ye r, 
p a tric ia n , 
statesman and former 
Pennsylvania governor — 
moved into the llth-floor 
ambassador's suite at the 
U.S. mission 
“ He has handled his job 
with dignity and with 


serious interest in trying to 
find a solution to the 
problems here.” said Am­ 
bassador Abdul Hamid 
Sharaf of Jordan.

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Analyzing the 
ruble rhetoric 
The “defense-spending gap” may not turn out to 
be 1978 s counterpart of the phony “missle gap is­ 
sue in 1980 But it has already generated a vast 
amount of heated debate among the presidential 
aspirants of both parties. 
The Soviets, we are told, have twice as many men 
under arms as the United States, are turning out six 
times as many tanks, are devoting 15 per cent of 
their Gross National Product (GNP) to defense 
versus our six per cent, and so on. 
Fortunately, one of the few Democrats who did 
not announce for the presidency. Rep. Les Aspin of 
Wisconsin, has issued a fact that that does 
wonders in piercing through the campaign rhetoric. 
Take, for example, the contention that the Soviets 
are out spending us on defense by as much as 50 per 
cent, in terms of U. S. dollars. 
To arrive at that estimate, Aspin points out, the 
intelligence agencies look at what the Soviets have 
in tanks, planes, manpower, etc.. and then 
calculate what it would cost for all this in the 
United States. 
But the Soviets don’t spend dollars, they spend ru­ 
bles They pay their soldiers less than a ruble a 
week, yet we calculate how much it would cost to 
pay them American military wages Thus this 
“dollar comparison” has a built-in bias that ex­ 
aggerates Soviet defense spending. 
If both defense budgets were calculated in rubles, 
the bias would be reversed and show the United 
States outspending the Soviets The U. S., for exam­ 
ple. uses a lot of high technology which is very ex­ 
pensive in the Soviet Union, if they have it at all 
Another seemingly alarming fact is the discovery 
by the CIA that the U S S R, is spending 10 to 15 
per cent of its GNP on defense instead of the six to 
eight per cent previously believed 
But this doesn t mean that the Russians have one 
more tank or one more plane than we previously 
believed, says Aspin. It just means we now know it 
costs them 2.5 times as many rubles for defense as 
we previously calculated. 
______ 
This new discovery, he thinks, should be a source 
of comfort rather than alarm. For if the Soviets are 
spending 15 per cent of their GNP for what they 
have today, it will be much more difficult for them 
to expand much further without pushing their peo­ 
ple to the wall. 
As for the fact that the Russians have more men 
under arms than we do — 4.8 million to 2.1 million 
— this is the same level they had in 1959 and much 
of it can be accounted for by additional troops 
stationed on the Sino-Soviet border. Much of the 
Soviet manpower Is also assigned to jobs we give to 
civilians. 
Okay, what about weapons output? For one thing, 
says Aspin, Pentagon figures do not include allied 
production. In tanks, for example, our NATO allies 
produced almost as many in 1975 as we did. Rus­ 
sia’s Warsaw Pact allies produced none. 
Weapons estimates also ignore the question of 
quality Pentagon charts list every Russian river 
craft that comes out of the yards and equates each 
one to a new U.S. aircraft carrier. 
Missiles. The Pentagon likes to point out that the 
Russians have more missiles and bigger warheads. 
But the U.S. has more warheads and its lead in this 
category has been growing. 
Even if the Soviets were to launch a devastating 
first strike that destroyed 50 per cent of our sub­ 
marine missiles, 80 per cent of our B-52s and 90 per 
cent of our ICBMs the United States would still 
have 3,100 surviving warheads, which is 10 per cent 
more than the Soviets have right now before any 
shots are fired. This would be enough to drop the 
equivalent of 200 Hiroshima-size bombs on every 
Russian city of more than 100,000 people. 
The Russian military is indeed expanding slowly 
but steadily, Aspin concludes But the American 
l>eople must decide if this expansion warrants an in­ 
crease in our own defense spending of the 
magnitude proposed by the Ford administration. 
His fact sheet should be required reading for every 
concerned American.

past two years the board has been 
faced with cutting $1.250.000 from 
budgets , . . more cutting is in the 
offing “ 
“ At Monday’s meeting, parents 
who lumped themselves as worried 
taxpaying voters presented some 
alternate suggestions in a petition 
form Their idea was that Sycamore 
Elementary School, where there are 
340 students, should be cloeed to 
elementarv students and used by San 
Antonio students . . . children in 
grades one to six would be dispersed 


to Chapparral, Mountain View and 
Oakmont schools . . . in support of 
their proposal to do away with 
Sycamore they noted that there was 
little likelihood of growth in that at­ 
tendance area.” 
The CQE and Recall committee 
should be reminded that the school 
board and superintendent have faced 
this problems for more than five 
years. That in 1971 other concerned 
parents advocated the closing of 
Sycamore school Mid since then 
elementary enrollment in Claremont 
schools has steadily declined, in­ 
cluding Sycamore, now down to 297.

Toiling for taxes 


No one is going to notice any difference m his 
paveheck, but May 1 was “Tax Freedom Day ” 
fiiat was the day, according to calculations by the 
Tax Foundation, Inc , that Americans finished 
working for the governmentd). 
Last year, “Tax Freedom Day” was April 30, and 
the year before that May 4. It moved back in 1975 
and 1978 because of the tax cuts enacted by 
Congress 
It takes two hours and 39 minutes out of an eight- 
hour working day to pay for all taxes in 1978, says 
the Foundation That breaks down into one hour and 
41 minutes for federal taxes and 58 minutes for 
state and local taxes. 
In terms of the amount of work to earn the 
money, taxes are by far the largest item in the 
average family budget Housing and household ex­ 
penses, for example, are one hour and 32 minutes; 
food and drink one hour and five minutes; transpor 
Uition 39 minutes; medical care 25 minutes, and 
recreation 19 minutes. 
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WASHINGTON - In defiance of 
both Congress and the United Na­ 
tions. the Ford Administration has 
gone behind the bam to bolster the 
military dictatorship of Chile 
The UN. following up our own 
repents of repression and torture in­ 
side Chile, has condemned the junta 
for violating human rights. And only 
last week, the respected Inter- 
American Human Rights Commis­ 
sion denounced the junta for its tor­ 
ture tactics. 
Congress reacted by imposing a 
190 million limit on economic aid for 
Chile this fiscal year. It was the in­ 
tent of Congress, clearly, that the aid 
should go directly to needy people. 
Other nations have also refused to 
extend credit to the beleaguered dic­ 
tatorship 
Nevertheless, the Administration 
has shaken loose hidden money to 
bail out the junta Here are the hush 
bush developments: 
— The Overseas Private Invest­ 
ment Corporation, a quasi-official 
U.S. institution, has quietly agreed to 
begin insuring companies that invest 
in Chile The State Department, ac­ 
cording to our sources, twisted OPIC 
arms. This should stimulate a flood 
of -investm ent cap ital into the 
country. 
— Both the Slate and Treasury 
departments have also encouraged 
14 U.S. and Canadian banks to loan 
the military dictatorship $100 million 
to $125 million The loan is needed to 
pay off short-term obligations to 
other countries 
Britain and Italy 
have refused to reschedule Glilean 
debt paym ents because of the 
regime s human rights violation* 
New York s First National City Bank 
will put up most of the money for the 
Junta, with the financial support of 
the Bank of America, several New 
York hanks and two Canadian banks 
— U.S. advisers have also brought 
pressure upon the Inter-American 


Development B anks President An­ 
tonio Ortiz Mena, who has promised 
that the bank will loan up to $125 
million to Chile. The first $20 million 
already has been approved 
- The State Department gave 
Chile a $55 million housing guarantee 
that a House subcommittee believes 
exceeded the $90 million congres­ 
sional ceiling “The Administration 
clearly has sought to evade the 
spirit, if not the letter, of the con­ 
gressional aid ceilings to Chile,“ 
declared Chairman Don Fraser. D- 
Calif. 
We have been chronicling the 
Chilean saga since we reported on 
March 21, 1972 
that the Central 
Intelligence Agency and In te r­ 
national Telephone and Telegraph 
were conspiring together to under­ 
mine the Chilean economy 
Their 
objective was to oust President 
Salvador Aliende, an elected Marx­ 
ist, from power. 
The CIA at first denied partic- 
pating m economic sabotage against 
the Aliende regime but. three years 
later, was forced to confess our story 
was true after the Senate Intelli­ 
gence Committee published the proof 
The former Nixon Administration, 
meanwhile, phased out economic aid 
to the Aliende regime on the grounds 
that the Chilean economy was un­ 
stable Under Aliende. the inflation 
rate shot up from 22 per cent in 1971 
to 183 per cent m 1972. with a 4 4 per 
cent unemployment rate Since the 
military junta seized power, the in­ 
flatio n ra te has soared to a 
stratospheric M0 per cent, with 18.6 
per cent unemployment rate. 
We have taken pains to point out, 
by the way, that the military rulers 
have oppressed not only the Marxist* 
but the Christum Democrats 
Footnote A spokesman for First 
National City Bank confirmed that 
the hank was studying the Chilean 
loan A Bank of America spokesman 


refused to comment on our story. At 
the State Department, a spokesman 
acknowledged only that discussions 
had been held with OPIC. A Treasury

Let the 
light shine

A recent television show visited a free clinic operated 
in the midwest by a successful physician who retired 
after many years of practice. What made the story unique 
is that the doctor is operating his clinic without govern­ 
ment subsidy He is donating his personal fortune as wen 
as his professional services. To the community he is 
something near a saint. 
At a time when the medical profession's image has sunk 
to an all tíme km , brought on by the incompetence of 
some and the avarice of too many of its practitioners, it 
brings a refreshing note of hope. 
The militant doctor strikes and demonstrations, in­ 
cluding a march on the State Capitol by the pampered and 
well-fed wives of disgruntled medics, have not only 
caused a public reaction of disgust but brought strong 
condemnation from professional leaders. No less a person 
than Dr. Max P arrott. president of the American Medical 
Association, has declared such actions “ unprofessional 
and anti-social. ” 
Since it is well known that doctors enjoy incomes far 
above the ordinary citizens and considerably higher than 
most others in the so-called upper middle class, their mis­ 
guided efforts to enlist public sympathy have met with 
outstanding failure 
One wonders why. then, their leadership hasn’t led in a 
positive approach by doing more to publicize the best side 
of the profession. The midwest doctor isn t one of a kind 
Many doctors, including large numbers in California, 
have been regularly donating their services all their lives 
to worthy causes. 
It may not be well known but one of the greatest 
charities is the Shriner Hospitals which rehabilitate crip­ 
pled children and burn victims without regard to race or 
creed. These hospitals, financed with Shriner dues and un­ 
solicited donations, depend heavily upon the free profes­ 
sional services of thousands of specialists, 
Unfortunately, the incompetent few and the greed of 
some have overshadowed the superior health services 
provided Californians and the good deeds of thousands It 
also has eclipsed the fact that there are many dedicated 
doctors laboring long and hard in poor neighborhoods for 
minimal fees. 
For example, take the case of Dr. Marco R. Rago Bom 
in the slums of Los Angeles he, like many other Califor­ 
nians then and now, because of too few medical training 
facilities in this state, was forced to seek his medical 
education elsewhere. Upon graduation from Creighton 
University he entered the Air Corps serving throughout 
WW1I. Since that time be has served eight years on the 
State Board of Health and a term on the State Board of 
Medical Examiners. Active in civic affairs as chairman 
of United Crusade and on advisory committee for the 
mayor of Los Angeles, he also has made tune to serve as 
American Legion commander and engage in fraternal and 
service club functions. 
But what makes Dr. Rago notable is his medical prac­ 
tice. Unlike many who gave their first productive years to 
m ilitary service, Dr. Rago disdained a lucrative 
specialist practice in some plush district like Beverly 
Hills and opted for general practice in the neighborhood 
where he was born 
‘ These are my people.” be fervently declares, “ and 1 
am going to take care of them .” He invented a form of 
' “ m edicare before it was ever heard ot and established 
fees which were to prove lower than thoee eventually ap­ 
proved for medi-care And, no bill collectors, “ If they 
can't pay my fees,” he said, “they really need my help.” 
He never turns a patient away. His gigantic office waiting 
room looks every bit a free clinic as he treats well over a 
hundred patients each afternoon. His mornings are spent 
in Frenc h Hospital where be has served as chief of staff 
and as a director. 
The midwest doctor with his free clinic may have been 
all but canonized by TV but he is not the only physician 
dedicated to helping his fellow man. Dr Rago has been 
doing it ail of his life but there are many others in Califor­ 
nia also dedicated The CMA should let the light shine 
upon them.

Our letter to the company brought a note that 
your dictionary was shipped March 29 and that you 
should allow eight to 10 weeks from the date your 
check was cashed for delivery. Your check was 
cashed on Feb. 19. 
From previous experience with Webster s we are 
sure you will get your dictionary. 
However, now seems to be a good time to tell our 
readers how mail order merchandise firms should 
operate to comply with the law. Our sources are the 
Federal Trade Commission and the U. S. Postal 
Service. 
If an ad or brochure says the manufacturer will 
“rush" your order to you in less than a week, for ex­ 
ample. the manufacturer should ship it to your 
within that time. 
If no date is stated by the seller, you have the 
right to have your merchandise shipped to you 
within 30 days. 
If the seller doesn’t ship your mercandise within 
the stated time or within 30 days you have the right 
to cancel your order and get your money back. 
If you receive merchandise in the mail which you 
did not order, federal law says you may consider it 
a gift and keep it without paying for it.

When you park the car and say to 
your wife, "I’ll be out quick as a 
wink,” she knows you won’t, but she 
wouldnt believe you if you said I’ll 
be out in l/50tn of a second, either. 
Some years ago in the summer 
doldrums, the Oregon Museum of 
Science and Industry undertook to 
measure some of these images to see 
what we were talking about. Don t 
ask me why. Maybe somebody ought 
to measure the Oregon Museum of 
Science and Industry. 
With all sorts of photographic 


paraphernalia, the Oregon scientists 
tinned the average flicker of an eye 
and came up with that l/50th of a se­ 
cond. So now we know The museum 
did not measure OTHER winks, 
which are as long as necessary 
They timed a snail to find what "a 
snail s pace" is.

Possibly the staff 
popped the snail in, heated it over a 
Bun son burner, and all sat down to a 
bowl of bouillabaisse for lunch. 
That'll teach the little rascal not to 
go slithering around the Oregon 
Museum of Science and Industry. 
Finishing their tasty repast the 
scientists measured a stone's throw 
and ' quick as lightning” and "hard 


as nails." They refused to calculate 
the length of time until Hell freezes 
over, and they overlooked "a month 
of Sundays” and "once in a blue 
moon " Still work to be done, men 
Actually we don’t need scientific 
instruments to test our cliches. For a 
tree estimate of a snail’s pace, you 
need only measure the speed with 
which your wife dresses when you 
are already late for the party at the 
Blakes.

hamburger, raw, contains 51 calories 
per ounce and cooked 63 calories per 
ounce 
The number of calories per ounce

DALLAS (AP) - “ It s 
been a long time coming,” 
said Mark Hayes with a 
sigh, “ but this is the 
greatest thrill of my life. I 
just hope it’s going to be 
easier to win next time ” 
If it were much easier it 
would be illegal. 
The lean, handsome 
young Oklahoman, leading 
from start to finish, blazed 
home with a 89 Sunday and 
won the $200.000 Byron 
Nelson Golf Classic al­ 
most in a breeze. 
It was his first triumph 
after four years on the 
tour. 
He assaulted the par-71 
Preston Trail golf course 
with rounds of 66, 67 and 71 
before the closing 69 that 
left him 11 under par at 273 
and two shots ahead of run- 
nerup Don Bies. 
“ Next time,” grinned 
Hayes, 26, tucking a $40.000 
check in his pocket, “ I ’m 
going to come from behind 
and win ... it’s not much 
fun to lead every day. I was 
so afraid of losing that it 
was really bad for me. 
Bies banked $22.800 for 
his second-place finish that 
included a closing 68 and a 
vague threat during the 
nationally televised win­ 
dup to the weather-plagued 
affair. 
“ I really thought if I shot 
a 67 or 68 today I ’d have an 
excellent chance of win­ 
ning.’’ said Bies, who ac­ 
tually never challenged un­ 
til a two-shot swing with a 
couple of holes remaining 
“ Of course, it didn’t turn 
out that way,” he said 
“ Nobody got close to him , 
on the first nine and 
nobody really put any pres­ 
sure on him ... I felt the 
pressure was on Mark and 
that he’d be doing good to 
break par.” 
Hayes led Bies by three 
shots as the final round un­ 
reeled, and twin five-foot 
birdie putts on the second 
and third holes pretty 
much discouraged any in­ 
spired heroics from his 
challengers. 
He rammed in a clutch 
15-footer for a scramblini 
par at the fourth hole a 
concluded 
“ That might 
have been the turning 
point.” 
Masters champ Ray 
Floyd, who once got within 
three strokes of the leader, 
matched Hayes 
69 and 
took third at 277, seven un­ 
der par and good for 
$14,200 
Hale Irwin toured the 
6,963-yard course in 68 to 
nail down fourth place 
while Ben Crenshaw added 
lo his growing stature and 
bank account with a 69-279 
for fifth. 


Despite a sparkling eagle 
for the television cameras, 
Jack Nicklaus. twice a 
winner here, failed to 
mount a charge, finishing 
with a par 71 for 281 and a 
tie for eighth. 
Frustration also dogged 
Arnold Palmer, whose 72 
Sunday gave him a respec­ 
table 288 but a far cry from 
his champagne days of 
yesteryear. 
“ Pftt,” he reportedly 
said. 
For Hayes, it was the 
sweetest of triumphs, and 
he was the first to admit 
the problems involved in 
winning. 
“ It takes a lot of guts to 
win out here and a lot of us 
haven't showed we've got 
em,” he said just before 
Sunday’s triumph. “ It’s 
said that a lot of people are 
afraid to win, that every­ 
thing that comes with win­ 
ning is too much for ’em to 
handle. I think there’s 
some truth to that.” 
But, he said, “ One of 
these days I will win a 
tournament and it will 
change my game a bit. It 
will change my attitude I 
hope it will make me a lit­ 
tle more aggressive, ex-

months I ’ll have my baby 
It’ll be the first time I ’ve 
ever had anything that be­ 
longs just to me. My par­ 
ents are against my keep­ 
ing the baby and they re­ 
fuse to help me in any way. 
I’ve always wanted to have 
lots of babies and it would 
break my heart if I had to 
give my first child up. I ’ll 
do anything to keep it. —

Dear S B .: I ’m not sure 
you’re not going to like 
what I ’m about to say but 
for the sake of your un­ 
born child, I'm going to say 
it anyway. I doubt that any 
15-year-old has the matur­ 
ity necessary to make a 
really good parent. Teen­ 
agers haven’t had enough 
experience living their own 
lives. When they try to take 
on the responsibility for 
another life, they fre­ 
quently become resentful 
of the time they have to 
spend meeting the endless 
chain of demands that ev­ 
ery infant makes in order 
to survive. 
I think when an infant is 
involved, there must be a

shift in emphasis from 
what is best for the par­ 
ents to what is best for the 
child. No matter how much 
, you want this baby, the im­ 
portant decision is what is 
best for him, not for you. 
This is just the first step in 
a long list of sacrifices that 
good parents make for 
their children. 
Infants are helpless and 
need to receive love. They 
are incapable of giving the 
love that some young par­ 
ents seem to need and ex­ 
pect. Most very young par­ 
ents are searching for the 
reassuring love and affec­ 
tion they wanted from 
their own parents. When 
they have children only in 
an attempt to fill their em­ 
ptiness, child abuse and 
ne«’dlect often result. 
Many young women cling 
to infants not out of love 
but out of rebellion against 
parents or anger against 
the man who fathered the 
child. 
For your baby’s sake. I 
think it would be kinder to 
give it to someone who is 
emotionally and econom­ 
ically able to give it what it 
needs.

The older adult may feel 
conspicuously inactive in a 
community of persons of 
various ages while in a 
community of his peers, 
where relaxation and rec­ 
reational activities are an 
important part of each 
day, he may find it easier 
to accept his new leisure 
1 think it would be wise 
to consider the advantages 
and disadvantages of both 
sides of this question and 
together make your deci­ 
sion.
